IN THE CITY 


Missing Promoter Was Taking 


His Ease in a Negro 
Cottage 


HIS CREDITORS CLAIM 
HE OWES ALMOST $15,000 


| His Disappearance Last Week Baf- 


fled the Police—He Is Well 
Known in Commercial Cir- 
cles—His Mind Said 
To Be Unbalanced.

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After a mysterious disappearance that 
baffled creditors and detectives for two 
weeks, Edward F. Hoyt, a man who until 
& short while ago stood high in com- 
mercial circles in Atlanta. was discovered 
yesterday afternoon hiding in a negro 
house in the western outskirts of the 
city. While many belleved he was far 
away with a large sum of money he owed 
his creditors, he was in a little cottage 
within the city Mmits, where he kept 
from sight during the day -nd barred his 
room door from all intruders. He was 
comfortably fixed, with a nicely furnished 
apartment and a larder well filled with 
the choicest viands. 

With the capture of the missing promo- 
ter, the detectives believe they have only 
half finished their ~vork on the case, for 
the creditors believe Hoyt should have 
in his possession some thousands of dol- 
lars, and the officers are working on 
every possible clew to locate the hiding 
place of the money. So far they have 
failed to find any baggage belonging to 
Hoyt, and it is known that when he dis- 
appeared a large trunk went with him. 
If this trunk is found, say the officers, 
the missing funds may also be located. 

The prisoner, who is a middle aged man 
of fine appearance, declines to make any 
statement either to the officers or to the 
newspaper reporters. He merely shakes 
his head when questioned and says: 

“TI have nothing to say.”’ 

Thought He Left City. 

When Hoyt disappeared, on November 
23, and his creditors asked the police to 
look for him, Detectives Lockhart and 
Fogg were detailed to work on the case. 
At first it seemed from all the clews 
which could be secured that Hoyt had 
left the city; but a few days ago the 
detectives ascertained that he was prob- 
ably hiding in the city, and they decline 
to say how they received this informa- 
After days of hard work, they 
ocated Hoyt in a small frame cottage on 
the corner of Wesson and Lindsay streets, 
in a section of the city known as Western 
Heights. | 

Yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock the 
officers went to the house, which was 
owned and occupled by Jim Maddox, a 
negro. They found an old woman, the 
mother of Maddox, tn charge. Maddox 
was away. Tne old woman when ques- 
tioned by the detectives denied that any 
white man was stopping there. This did 
not satisfy the officers, and tuey insisted 
upon looking into the three rooms. One 
room was found with both doors locked 
and the keys on the inside. Detective 
Fogg knocked at one door, while Detec- 
tive Lockhart watched the other door. In 
a few moments some one was Neard 
moving about in the room, and then the 
door at which stood Lockhart was sud- 
denly thrown open and Hoyt stepped out. 
It had evidently heen his intention to 
escape, but seeing that he could not do 
so, he quietly surrendered, 


No Money Was Found. 


The house was searched, but no trunk 
or other baggage belonging to Hoyt was 
found. In Hoyt’s room was a large 
quantity of cooked provisions, enough to 
last ten days or two weeks. In a Cup- 
board were a lot of provisions uncooked. 
There were chickens cooked, salads, bread- 
stuffs, potatoes, ham and delicacies, ail 
nicely prepared. How. these vot to Hoyt, 
or who carried them there, the detectives 
did not ascertain.

R. L. Holt, president of the Glencoe 
mills, of Burlington, N. C., and a direc- 
tor'in the Elmira and Lakeside mills, one 
of the most successful and conservative 
mill men in the south, and a member of 
the famous family of cotton manufac- 
turers, said tonight: 

“At this time the manufacturer is be- 
tween the devil and the deep blue sea. 
The consumer says the present rise in 
the market Is due to speculation, while 
the producer says it is due to a short 
crop. You can see how the burden is on 
the manufacturer. 

“The advanced price of cotton allows 
no margin for profit for the qanufac- 
turer and this coadition is general 
throughout the United States on all 
Classes of goods. The situation has been 
very bad for the manufacturer ever since 
cotton went above 10 cents. 

“Some sort of action on th® part of the 
manufacturers is imperatively necessary. 
If we are going to fight against specula- 
tion we must do it now and the only 
way to do it is by curtailment of produce 
tion. How? Well, that is the question. 
We coula@ curtail by stopping part of the 
machinery, but that Is certain to throw a 
£00d many people out of employment. l 
think the best way ig to run on short 
time, making kindly provisions’ that 
would enable the manufacturers to re- 
tain and properly care for all employees. 

“I repeat that the situation is very seri- 
ous, €nd demands prompt action. 1 have 
had correspondence with a large number 
of manufacturers north and south, and I 
have talked with a large number of them, 
I believe the genera! seni!ment is in favor 
of curtailment. I do not know exactly 
how the decision for curtailment will be 
agreed upon, if it is agreed upon. 

“Such action will result from a resolu- 
tion, I suppose, and of course this will be 
morally binding upon all the spinners who 
participate in the meeting.’’

WOOD RENAMED 
BY ROOSEVELT 


Dr Crum’s Name Is Also Sent 
to the Senate 


Nomination of Wood and Others Con- 
sidered as Recess Appointments. 
Lucien Young Gives Evi- 
dence Unfavorable to 
General Wood. 


Washington, December 7.—President 
Roosevelt today sent to the senate the 
nomination of General Leonard Wood to 
the major general of the army, and the 
,nomination of 167 other army officers 
whose promotion is dependent on that of 
General Wood. Accompanying these nom- 
inations were those of about twenty-five 
civilian appointees, including that of Dr. 
W. D. Crum, to be collector of the port 
of Charleston, S. C., and some others 
whom the president nomifiated in the last 
recess. 

The appointments are considered by the 
president and his advisers to be recess 
appointments. The questions of their 
status has been discussed thoroughly by 
the president with the best lawyers con- 
nected with the administration and in 
congress. The conclusion has been reach- 
ed that between the time of the falling 
off of President Pro Tempore Frye's 
gavel. signifying the conclusion of the 
extraordinary sessién and the calling to 
order of the senate in the regular session 
of congress an appreciable lapse of time 
occurred, In this time the appointments 
technically were made..They are. re- 
garded by the administration as recess 
appointments, and the appointees, there- 
fore, will receive the pay and exercise al! 
the authority of the rank to which they 
are promoted. 

While the’ nominations are dated to 
take effect from the time the commis- 
sions were first issued on the recess ap- 
pointments, it Is the general opinion of 
members of the senate that the nominees

The best indication that 
he is greatly worried was manifested to- 
day. He had at luncheon Lieutenant 
Governor Gordon, of Ohio, a personal 
friend, and in the course of their confer. 
ence Roosevelt asked Gordon the pointed 
questfon whether the Ohio convention 
would vote for him or Hanna. Gordon 
told him that if Hanna is a candidate 
Ohio would go for him in a whirl.

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COCAINE AND RUM 
NEGROES’ FOES 


Platform of Nepio Party Con- 
lains Strong Demands, 


Wants Sale of Cocoaine and Whisky 
Regulated and Laws Enacted 
Providing Severe Penalties 
for Those Who Violate 
Laws. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., December 7.—<As 
the result of a meeting of the prominent 
negro leaders of this and other southern 
states, held here last week, the commit- 
tee on platform today gave out the decla- 
ration of its principles and importance 
of the other parties.

party,” the declaration continues: 
“When, in the course of political af- 
fairs, it becomes necessary for any race 


| to sever its connection with political par- 


ties in order to preserve its existence, it 


| is wisdom to call upon all peoples imme- 


diately concerned for aid; we, therefore, 
call upon all races and classes for aid 
and moral support, not only in organiz- 
ing a separate party in opposition to 
whisky and cocaine, but in remonstrances 
and petitions to the powers that be, for 
the enactment of such laws as will Sup- 
press the evils complained of. We call 
ypon our brethren in the states which 
have disfranchised them, to meet en 
masse, to organize and petition their re- 
spective legislatures for the passage of 
laws to protect them against negro white 
baudy houses run by negro women, co- 
caine, whisky, and peonage. The right 
to beaceably assemble and petition the 
law-making power shall forever remain 
inviolable, says the constitution. 

‘Another evil worth mentioning de- 
mands attention of every lover of h:'- 
n.anity. Forty years of freedom and civ- 
iligation have not taught many negroes 
that it is a crime not to care for and 
‘support their wives and children, inas- 
much as human pride and natural affec- 
tion of many negro parents have no 
lodgement in their conscious, stringent 
laws should be passed, forcing them to 
do s0. 

“We pledge our sacred honor to Stand 
by the principles herein enunciated and 
wil) endeavor with all our power to have 
them preserved and enacted into law, for 
the good of the public morals, the salva- 
tion of minds. bodies and souls. 

Demand Enactment for Strong Laws. 

“We demand the enactment of a law 
making it an offense for a negro woman 
to run, or to be concerned in running, a 
house of prostitution for white men, pun- 
ishable with a fine of $500 and imprisun- 
ment in the work house for six months. 

“We demand the enactment of a law 
making it an offense for any well and 
able bodied man or woman to desert his 
or her family, and refuse to oare for 
and support his or her children unless 
for infidelity, or immorality on the part 
of the wife or husband, and failure to 
support the children shall incur a pen- 
alty, this offense punishable with a fine 
of $200 and six months in the work 
house. 

“We respectfully insist that a law 
should be enacted making it a high mis-

STORY OF KILLING 
‘TOLD BY COSSETT 


Says Wimbish Had Broken Up 
His Home 


Columbus Man, on Trial for His Life, 
Makes Dramatic Recital of the 
Events That Drove Him 
To Shoot Wimbish to 
Death. 


Columbus, Ga:, December 7.—(Special.) 
His voice trembling with emotion. James 
Gossett told a Muscogee county jury this 
afternoon why he killed Lee Wimbish in 
the Jacques building on September 29 
last. Gossett Is a white man about 30 
years of age, who shot Wimbish, another 
white man, to death in a hallway in the 
building where the latter roomed. 

Seventy-five jurymen were examined 
before the jury of twelve men could be 
struck, and it was necessary to send 
bailiffs up and down the streets to get 
fresh material. An unusually large num- 
ber of mén expressed themselves as 
prejudiced, and others were disqualified 
from other reasons, severa} expressing 


themselves as oppOsed to capital punish- 
ment. The number of men who avoided 
jury duty was enough to excite comment. 

Chief of Police Reynolds testified about 
finding Wimbish’s body in his room and of 
his subsequent arrest of Gossett. He said 
there was no weapon about Wimbish’s 
body. Gossett freely admitted doing the 
killing, saying that Wimbish had broken 
up his home. 

Gossett then made his statement. He 
sald that recently Wimbish came back 
to Columbus after an absence of ten or 
fifteen years. Once or twice he found 
him at his home. On one occasion he 
saw him and Mrs. Gossett talking to- 
gether On the street, up near.a wall, For 
several nights preceding the killing his 
wife Would be absent from home when 
he returned. He questioned her, but got 
no satisfaction. On the night of the 
tragedy he missed her and started out to 
find her. 

He saw her coming out of the Jacques 
building, and following a quarrel, knock- 
ed her down. He then went through the 
Jacques building, but did not see the man 
he was after. He went back to the 
building again a few minutes afterwards 
and saw his wife in the act of going Into 
Wimbish’s room. 

‘Tl asked Wimbish, ‘Why are you trying 
to break up my happy home” He said, 
‘It's none of your d—n business,’ and 
threw his hand back to get a pistol and I 
shot him. I shot him to save my life 
and to prevent his committing adultery 
wtth my wife.” 

It developed from the testimony that 
Gossett was drinking on the night of the 
killing, although not necessarily drunk. 

Several witnesses were introduced who 
swore that Mrs. Gossett’s character was 
bad. Among the witnesses placed on the 
stand was a half-grown girl, who said 
that Mrs. Gossett was her mother. It did 
not appear from the testimony that Mrs. 
Gossett had been previously married be- 
fore her marriage to Gossett about two 
years ago. 

Counsel for the defense objected to the 
introduction of testimony regarding Mrs. 
Gossett’s character, claiming that unless 
it could be shown that her husband knew 
of her alleged lack of chastity, the testi- 
mony was irrelevant. Judge Butt 
mitted the testimony.

FROM ROOSEVELT 
Nearly Two Hours Required To 
Read the Message, 


Transition from the Extra to the 
Regular Session Hardly No- 
ticeable—Discussion of the 
Cuban Bill Begun in 
the Senate. 


Washington, December 7.—The senate 
today closed the extraordinary session 
and entered upon the duties of the regu- 
lar session, but transition was so natural 
us to be scarcely noticeable. The unusual 
features were the close of the called ses- 
sion by announcement from the chair and 
the offerings of two prayers in the senate 
within half an hour of each other. The 
business transacted consisted of the read- 
ing of the president’s message and the 
beginning of the discussion of the Cuban 
reciprocity bill. On this bill Mr. Cullom, 
who has charge of it, made a speech, ad- 
vocating its passage in the interest of 
American trade. 

Mr, Kean made a favorable report from 
the committee on contingent expenses in 
the resolution of Mr. Penrose requiring 
the transmission to the senate by the post- 
master general of al] the papers relating 
to the postoffice investigation. 

Mr. Gorman suggested a number of 
amendments, the effect of Which was to 
make it mandatory for the committee to 
maintain an investigation into postoffice 
affairs and to compel the committee to 
make a report to the senate by Mags | 
next. 

Mr. Penrose, as author of the resopution 
and chairman of the committee, indicated 
a willingness to accept the amendments, 
but Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, objected. 

Mr. Platt said that as originally intro- 
duced the resolution left it optional with 
the committee to extend its invesigaion 
if it thought necessary after seeing Gen- 
eral Bristow’s report. That, he thought, 
was just what should be done. To order a 
Senatorial investigation now would be to 
make a start in the dark, which he did 
not consider wise. . 


Cullom on Reciprocity. 

After some informal discussion the reso- 
lution was laid over until tomorrow and 
Mr. Cullom began a speech on the Cuban 
reciprocity bill. He spoke especially of 
the effect of the bill upon the trade with 
Cuba, which he contended would be great- 
ly stimulated by its passage. Situated 
as we were, within a few miles of the 
Cuban coast, we should control the Cuban 
market, but as a matter of fact this 
country supplies less than one-half of the 
Cuban imports. Spain had lost most of 
her trade with Cuba, but the trade thus 
lost had gone to Great Britain. France 
and Germany instead of coming to the 
United States. 

Mr. Cullom conceded that an invreased 
Production of Cuban sugar was prubable, 
but he did not believe there was danger 
to the American ladustry because of the 
corresponding increase in the population 
of this country, making a great capacity 
for consumption. 

Based on last year’s import from Cuba, 
he said that the aggregate concession of 
the United States would amount to about 
$17,000,000. The Cuban concession 
would amount to only $1,109,000. This 
great difference he attributed to the fact 
that Cuba’s tariff was much lower than 
ours and also to the fact that our ex- 
ports to Cuba were of much smaller vol- 
ume than our imports from that country. 
This discrepancy would, he predicted, 
cqntinue unless the reciprocity bill be- 
came @ law. The senate adjourned until 
tomorrow. :

THE PRESIDENT’S MESAGE. 

To the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives: The country is to be congrat- 
ulated on the amount of substantial 
achievement which has marked the past 
year both as regards our foreign and as 
regards our domestic policy. 

With a nation as with a man, the most 
important things are those of. the house- 
hold, and therefore the country ts espe- 
clally to be congratulated on what has 
been accomplished in the direction of pro- 
viding for the exercise of supervision over 
the great corporations and combinations 
pf corporations engaged in interstate com- 
merce. 

Corporations. 

The congress has created the department 
of commerce and labor, including the bu- 
reau of corporations, with for the firat 
time authority to secure proper publicity 
of such proceedings of these great cor- 
porations as the public has the right to 
know. It has provided for the expediting 
of suits for the enforcement of the fed- 
eral anti-trust law; and by another law 
it has secured equa] treatment to all 
producers in the transportation of their 
goods, thus taking a long stride forward 
in making effective the work of the in- 
terstate commerce cOmmission.. 
Department of Commerce and ‘Labor. 

The establishment of the department of 
commerce and labor, with the bureau .of 
corporation thereunder, marks a real ad- 
vance in the direction of dojng all that 
is possible for the solution of the ques- 
tions vitally affecting capitalists .and 
Wage-workers. The act creating the de- 
partmen was approved on February (4, 
1903. and two days later the head of the 
department was nominated and confirmed 
by the senate. Since then the work of 
organization has been pushed as rapidly 
as the initial appropriations permitted 
and with due regard to thoroughness and 
the broad purposes which the department 
is designed to serve. After the transfer 
of the various bureaus and branches io 
the department at the beginning of the 
current fiscal year, as provided for in the 
act, the personne] comprised 1,289 em- 


- ployees in Washington and 8,836 in the 


country at large. The scope of the depart- 
men’s duty and authority embraces the 
commercial and industria] interests of 
thé nation. It is not designed to restrict 
or contro] the fullest liberty of legitimate 
business action, but to secure exact and 
authentic information which will aid the 
executive in enforcing existing laws, and 
which will enable the congress to enact 
additional legislation, if any should be 
found neces&sary, in order to prevent the

Merchant Marine. 

A majority of our people desire that 
steps be taken in the interests of Ameri- 
can shipping, so that we may Once more 
resume our former position in the ocean 
carrying trade. But hitherto the differ- 
ences of opinion as to the proper method 
of reaching this end have been so wide 


adoption of any particular scheme. Hav- 
ing in view these facts, I recommend tha 
the congress direct the secretary of the 
navy, the postmaster general and the 
secretary of commerce and labor, associ- 
ated with such a representation from the 
senate and house of representatives as 
the cOngress in its wisdom may designate, 
to serve as a commission for the purpose

While such a measure is 
desirable in any event, it is especially de- 
sirable at this time, in view of the fact 
that our present governmental contract 
for ocean mail with the American line 
will expire in 1905. 
Immigration and Naturalization. 
We cannot have too much immigration 
of the right kind, and we should have 
none at all of the wrong kind. The need 
is to devise some system by which un- 
desirable immigrants shall be kept out 
entirely, while desirable immigrants are 
properly distributed throughout the coun- 
try. At present some districts which need 
immigrants have none; and in others, 
where the population is already congested, 
immigrants come in such numbers as to 
depress the conditions of life for those 
already there. During the last two years 
the immigration service at New York has 
been greatly improved, and the corrup- 
tion and inefficiency which formerly ob- 
tained there have been eragicated. This 
Service has just been investigated by a 
committee of New York citizens of high 
Standing.

The na- 
tion as a whole is. of course, the gainer 
by the creation of these homes, adding 
as they do to the wealth and stability 
of the coitintry, and furnishing a home 
market for the products of the east and 
south. The reclamation law, while per- 
haps not ideal, appears at present to an- 
swer the larger meed= for Which it is 
designed. Further legislation ts not rec- 
ommended until the necessities of change 
are more apparent. ' 
Preservation of Forests. 

The study of the opportunities of recla- 
mation of the vast extent of arid land 
shows that whether this reclamation is 
| done by individuals, corporations or the 
| state, the source of water supply must 
be effectively protected and the reser- 
voirs guarded by the preservation of the 
forests at the headwaters of the streams. 
The engineers making the preliminary 
examinations continually emphasize this 
need and urge that the remaining public 
lands at the headwaters of the impor- 
tant streams of the west be reserved to 
insure permanency of water supply for 
irrigation. Much progress in forestry 
has been made during the past year.

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Pensions. 

No other class of our citizens deserve 
so wel] of the nation as those to whom 
the nation owes its very being, the vet- 
erans of the civil war. Special attention 
is asked to the excellent work of the pen- 
sion bureau in expediting and disposing 
of pension claims. During the fiscal year 
ending July 1, 1903, the bureau settled 
951.982 claims. an average of 825 claims 
for each working day of the year. The 
number of settlements since July 1, 1903, 
has been in excess of fast year’s average, 
approaching 1,000 claims for each work- 
Ing day, and it is believed that the work 
of the bureau will be current at the 
close of the present fiscal year. 

Civil Service. 

During the year ended June 30, last, 
95,566 persons were appointed through 
competitive examinations under the civil 
service rules. This was 12.672 more than 
during the preceding year, and 40 per 
eent of those who passed the examina- 
tions. This abnormal growth was largely 
occasioned by the extension of classifi- 
cation to the rural free delivery service 
and the appointment last year of over 
9000 rura} carriers. A revision of the 
civil] service rules took effect on April 15, 
last, which has greatly improved their 
operation. 
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The Army. 

The effect of the laws providing a gen- 
eral staff for the army and for the more 
effective use of the National Guard has 
been excellent. Great improvement has 
been made in the efficiency of our army 
in recent years. Such schools ag those 
erected at Fort Leavenworth and Fort 
Riley and the institution of fal] maneu- 
ver work accomplish satisfactory results. 
The good effect of these maneuvers upon 
the National Guard te marked, and am- 
ple appropriation should be made to en- 
able the guardsmen of the severa] states 
lo Share in the benefit. The government 
should as soon as possible secure suitable 
permanent camp sites for military ma- 
Reuvers in the various sections of the 
country.

Isthmian Canal]. 

y the act of June 28, 1902, the con- 
gress authorized the president to enter 
into treaty with Colombia for the building 
of the canal across the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama; it being provided that tn the event 
of failure to secure such treaty after the 
lapse Of a reasonable time, recourse 
hc be had to building a cana! through 
sVicaragua. It has not been nece 
consider this alternative, ag I nen enables 
to lay before the senate a treaty pro- 
viding for the building of the canal across 
the isthmus of Panama. This Was the 
route which commended itself to the de- 
liberate judgment of the congress, and we 
can now acquire by treaty the right to 
construct the canal] over this route. The 
question now, therefore, {s not by which 
route the isthmian canal shal) be bullt, 
for that quostion has been definitely and 
irrevocably decided. The question is sim- 
ply whether or not we shall have an isth- 
mian canal. 

When the congress directed that we 
should take the Panama route un 
treaty with Colombia, the essence of Pie 
condition. of course, referred not to the 
government which controlled that route, 
but to the route itself; to the territory 
across which the route Iay, not to the 


bore on the map. The purpose of the 
law was to authorize the president to 
make treaty wih the power in actual 
contro) of the isthmus of Panama. This 
purpose has been fulfilled. 

Heview of Relations. 

In the year 1846 this government enter- 
ed into a treaty with New Guanada, the 
predecessor upon the !sthmus of the re- 
public of Colombia and of the present re- 
public of Panama, by which treaty it was 
provided that the government and cill- 
zens of the United Statee should always 
have free and open right of way or transit 
across the isthmus of Panama by any 
modes of communication that might be 
constructed, while in return our govern- 
ment guaranteed the perfect neutrality of 
the above-mentioned isthmus with the 
view that the free transit from the one to 
the other sea might not be interrupted or 
embarrassed. The treaty vested in the 
United States a substantial property right 
carved out of the rights of sovereignty 
and property which New Granada then 
had and possessed over the same terri- 
tory. The name of New Granada has 
passed away and its territory has been 
divided. Its successor, the government 
of Colombia, has ceased to own any 
property in the Isthmus. A new republic, 
that of Panama, which was at one time a 
sovereign state, and at another time a 


| mere department of the successive con- 


federations known as New Granada and 
Colombia, has now succeeded to the righis 
which first one and then the other for- 
merly exercised over the isthmus. But 
as long as the isthmus endures, the mere 
geographical tact of its existence, and the 
peculiar interest therein which is required 
by our position, perpetuate the solemn 
contract which binds the holders of the 
territory to respect our rights to freedom 
of transit across it. and binds us in re- 
turn to safeguard for the isthmus and the 
world the exercise of that inestimable 
privilege. The true interpretation of the 
obligations upon which the United States 
entered in this treaty of 1846 has been 
given repeatedly in the utterances of pres- 
jidents and ‘secretaries of state. Secretary 
Cass in (858 officially stated the position 
of this government as follows: 

“The progress of events has rendered 
the interoceanic route across the narrow 
portion gf Central America vastly im- 
portant to the commercial world, and es- 
pecially to the United States, whose pos- 
sessions. extend along the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, and demand the speedicst 
and easiest modes of communication. 
While the rights of sovereignty of the 
states occupying this region should ai- 
ways be respected, we shall expect that 
these rights be exercised in @ spirit ‘be- 
fitting the occasion and the wants and 
circumstances that have arisen. ney 
ereignty has its duties as well as it 
rights, and none of these local govV- 
ernments, even if administered with more 
regard to the just demands of othe: ni 
tions than they have been, woes "co 
mitted, in a spirit of eastern isola om 
to close the gates of intercourse on = 
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the act by he pretension that t og 
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whose commercial rights we are safe- 
guarding and guaranteeing by our action. 
We have done our duty to others in letter 
and in spirit, and we have shown the ut- 
most forbearance in exacting our own 
rights. 

Repudiation by Colombia. 

Last spring, under the act above Tre- 
ferred to, a treaty concl8ded between the 
representatives of the republic of Co- 
iombia and of our government was ratifled 
by the senate. This treaty wa entered 
into at the urgent solicitation of the 
people of Colombia and after a body of 
experts appointed by our government 
especially to go into the matter of the 
routes across the isthmus had pronounced 
unanimously in favor of the Panama 
route. In drawing up .this treaty every 
concession was made to the people and 
to the government of Colombia. We were 
more than just in dealing with them, 
Our generosity was such as to make it 
a& seriOus question whether we had not 
gone too far in their Interest at the ex- 
pense of our own; for in our scrupulous 
desire to pay all possible heed, not mere- 
iy to the real but even to the fancied 
rights of our weaker neighbor, who al- 
ready owed so much to our protection 
and forbearance, we yielded in all pos- 


‘sible ways to her desires in drawing up 


Nevertheless the government 
not merely repudiated the 
treaty,, but repudiated it in such a man- 


the treaty. 


i ner as to make it evident by the time the 


Colombian congress adjourned that not 
the scantest hope remained of ever get- 
ting a satisfactory treaty from them. The 
government of Colombia made the treaty, 
and yet when the Colombian coOngress 
was called to ratify it the yote against 
ratification was unanimous, It does not 
appear that the government made any 
real effort to secure ratification, 
Revolution in Panama. 


Immediately after the adjournment of 
the congress a revolution broke out In 
Panama, The people of Panama had long 
been discontented with the republic of 
Colombia, and they had been kept quiet 
oniy by the prospect of the conclusion 
of the treaty, which was to them a mat- 
ter of vital concem. When it became 
evident that the treaty was hopelessly 
lost, the people of Panama rose literally 
as One man. Not a shot was fired by a 
single man on the isthmus in the in- 
terest of the Colombian government. Not 
a life was lost in the accomplishment of 
the revolution. The Colombian troop g sta- 
tioned on the isthmus, who had long 
been u’vaid, made common ca4gse with 
the peo,.e of Panama, and with aston- 
ishing unanimity the new republic was 
started. 

Course of United States. 

The duty of the United States in the 
premises was clear. In strict accordance 
with the principles laid down by Secre- 
taries Cass and Seward in the official 
documents above quoted, the United 
States gave notice that it would permit 
the landing of no expeditionary foree, the 
arrival of which would mean chaos and 
destruction along the line of the railroad 


-and of the proposed canal, and an inter- 


ruption of transit as adn inevitable con- 
sequence. The de facto governynent of 
Panama was recognized in the following 
telegram to Mr. Ehrman: 

“The people of Panama have, by ap- 
parently unanimous movement, dissolved 
their political connection with the repub- 
lic of Colombia and resumed their inde- 
pendence. When you are satisfied that a 
de facto government, republican in form 
and without substantial opposition from 
its own people, has been establisheg! in 
che state of Panama, you will enter into 
relations with it as the responsible gov- 
ernment of the territory and look toit for 
all due action to protect the persons and 


|property of citizens of the United States 


and to keep open the isthmian transit, 
in accordance with the obligations Of ex- 
“sting treaties governing the relations of 
the United States to that territory.” 

The government of Colembia was noti- 
fied of our action by_ the following tele- 
gram to Mr. Beaupre: 

“The people of Panama having. by ap- 
parently unanimous movement, dissolved 
their political connection with the repub- 
lic of Colombfa and resumed their inde- 
pendence, and having adopted a govern- 
ment of their own, republican %n form, 
with which the government of the United 
States of America has entered Into rela- 
tions, the president of the United 
States, in accordance with the ties 
of friendship which have so _ long 
and so happily existed between the 
respective nations, Most earnestly com- 
mends to the government of Colombia ded 
of Panama the peaceful and equitable 
settlement of all questions at issue  be- 
tween them. He holds that he is bound 
not merely by treaty obligations, but by 
the interests of civilization, to see that 
the peaceful traffic of the world across 
the isthmus of Panama shall not longer 
be disturbed by a constant succession of 
unnecessary and wasteful civil wars.” 

Disturbances Since 1846. 

When these events happened, fifty- 
seven years had elapsed since the United 
States had entered into its treaty with 
New Granada, During that time the gov- 
ernments of New Grenada and of its 
suceessor, Colombia, have been in a con- 
stant state of flux. The following is a 
partial list of the disturbances on the 
isthmus of Panama during the period in 
question as reported to us by our con- 
suls. It is not possible to give a complete 
list, and some of the reports that speak 
of “revolutions’’ must mean unsuccess- 
ful revolutions.

Only a Partial List. 

The above is only a partial list of the 
revolutions, rebellions, insurrections, riots 
and other outbreaks that have occurred 
during the period in question: yet they 
number §3 for the 57 vears. [It will be 
noted that one of them lasted for nearly 
three years before it was quelled; an- 
other for nearly a year. In short, the 
experience of over half a century has 
shown Colombia to -be utterly incapable 
of keeping order on the isthmus. Only 
the active interference of the Tinited 
States has enabled her to preserve so 
much as a semblance of sovereignty. Had 
it not been for the exercise by the United 
States of police power in her interest, 
her connection with the isthmus would 
have been sundered long ago. In 1856. in 
1860. in 1873, in 1885, in 1901. and again 
in 1902, sailors and marines from United 
States warships were forced to land in 
Order to patrol the isthmus, to protect 
life and property, and to see that the 
transit across the i®#hmus was kept open. 
In 1861, in 1862, in 1885, and in 1900, the 
Colombian government asked that the 
United States government would land 
troops to protect its interests and main- 
tain order on the isthmus. Perhaps the 
most extraordinary request is that which 
has just been received and which runs 
as follows: 

Latest Proposition of Colombia. 

“Knowing that revolution has already 
commenced in’Panama {an eminent Co- 
lombian) says that if the government of 
the United States will land troops to pre- 
serve Colombian -sov@reignty,; and the 
transit, if requested by Colombian charge 
@’affaires, this government will declare 
martial] law; and, by virtue of vested 
constitutional authority, when public or- 
der is disturbed, will approve by decree 
the ratification of the canal treaty as 
signed; or, if the government of the 
United States prefers, will call extra ses- 
ston of the congress—with new and friend- 
ly members—next May to approve the 
treaty. (An eminent Colomblan) has the 
perfect confidence of the vice president, 
he savs, and if it became necessary will 
go to the Isthmus or send representatives 
there to adjust matters along above lines 
to the satisfaction of the people there.”’ 

This dispatch is noteworthy from two 
standpoints. Its offer of immediately 
guaranteeing the treaty to us is in aharp 
contrast with the positive and contemptu- 
ous refusal 6f the congress which has 
just closed its sessions to consider favor- 
ably such a treaty; it shows that the 
government which made the treaty really 
had absolute control over the situation, 
but did not choose to exercise this con- 
trol. The Gispatch further calls on us 
to restore order: and secure Colombian 
ence in the isthmus, from which the 
Colombian government has just by its ac- 
tlon decided to bar us by preventing the 
construction of the canal. 

Importance of Control. 

The control, in the interest of the com- 
meree and traffic of the whole civilized 
world, of the means of undisturbed tran- 
sit across the isthmus of Panama has 
become of transcendent importance +t 
the United States. We have repeatedly 
exercised the control by intervening in 
the course of domestic dissension, and 
by protecting the territory from foreign 
invasion. In 1853 Mr. Everett assured 
the Peruvian minister that we should not 
hesitafe to maintain the neutrality of 
the isthmus in the case of war between 
Peru and Colombia. In 1864 Colombia. 
which has always been vigilant to avail 
itself of its privileges conferred by the 
treaty, expressed its expectation that in 
the event of war between Peru and Spain 
the United States would carry tnto ef- 
fect the guaranty of neutrality. There 
have been few administrations of the 
State department in which this treaty 
has not, either by the One side or the 
other, been used as a basis of more orn 
less important. demands. It was sa‘d 
by Mr. Fish in 1871 that the department 
of state had reason to believe that an 
attack upon Colombian sovereignty on 
the isthmus had, on several occasions, 
been averted by Warning from this gov- 
ernment. In’ 1886, when Colombia was 
under the menace of hostilities from 
Italy in the Cerruti case, Mr. Bayard ex- 
pressed the serious concern that the 
United States could not but feel, that a 
European power should resort to force 
against a sister republic of this hem- 
isphere, as to the sovereign and uninter- 
rupted use of a part of whose territory 
we are guarantors under the solemn faith 
of.a treaty. 

The above recital of facts establishes 
bevond- question: First, that the United 
States has for over half a century pa- 
tiently and in good faith carried out its 
obligations under the treaty of 1846: 
second, that when for the first time it 
became possible for Colombia to do any- 
thing in requital of the services thus re- 
peatedly rendered to it for fifty-seven 
years by the United States, the Colom- 
bian government peremptorily and of- 
fensively refused thus to do Its part, 
even,though fo do so would have hee 
to its advantage and fmmeasurably ‘o 
the advantage of the state of Panama, 
at that time under its jurisdiction: third, 
that throughout this period revolutions. 
riots and factional disturbances of everv 
kind have occurred one after the other In 
almost uninterrupted succession, some of 
them lasting for months and even for 
years, while the central government was 
unable to rut them down or to make 
peace with the rebels; fourth, that these 
disturbances, Instead of showing any 
sign of abating, have tended to grow 
more numerous 32nd more serious tn the 
immediate past; fifth. that the control of 
Colombia over the isthmus of Panams 
could not be maintained without. the 
armed intervention and assistance of the 
United States. In other words, the gov- 
ernment of Colombia. though wholly un- 
able to maintain order on the isthmus, 
has nevertheless declineq to ratify + 
treaty the conclusion of which opened 
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the only chance to secure fits own sta- 
bility and to guarantee permanent peac3 
on, and the construction of° a canal 
ac®t®ss, the isthmus. 

Under such circumstances the govern- 
ment of the United States would have 
been guilty of folly and weakness, 
amounting in their sum to a crime 
against the nation, had it acted other- 
wise than it did when the revolution of 
November 3 last took place in Panama. 
This great enterprise of building 

interoceanic canal cannot pe 
to gratify the whims, or 
respect to the governmental 
impotence, or to the even more sinister 
and evil political peculiarities, of peopie 
who, though they dwell afar off, yet, 
against the wish of the actual dwellers 
on.the isthmus, assert an unreal suprem- 
acy over the territory. The possession of 
a territory fraught with such peculiar 
capacities as the isthmus in question car- 
ries with it obligations to mankind. The 
course of events has shown that this 
canal cannot be built by private enter- 
prise, or by any other nation than our 
own; therefore it must be built by the 
United States. 
Treaty Is Submitted. 

Every effort has been made by the 
government of the United States to per- 
suade Colombia to follow a course which 
was essentially not only to our interests 
and to the interests of the world, but to 
the interests of Colombla itself. These 
efforts have failed, and Colombta, by hes 
persistence in. repulsing the advances 
that have been made, has forced us, for 
the sak2 of our Own honor, and of the 
interest and well-being, not merely of 
our own people, but of the people of the 
isthmus of Panama and the people of the 
civilized countries of the world, to take 
aecisive steps to bring to’an end a condl- 
tion of affairs which had become intol- 
erable. The new republic of Panama im- 
mediately offered to negotiate a treaty 
with us. This treaty I herewith submit. 
By it our interests are better safeguarded 
than in the treaty with Colombia which 
was ratified by the senate at its last 
session. It is better in its terms than 
the treaties offered to us by the republics 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica. At last 
the right to begin this great undertaking 
is made available. Panama has done her 
part. <All that remains is for the Amer- 
ican congress to do its part and forth- 
with *his republic wil! enter upon the ex- 
ecution of a project colossal in its size

This 
was Bismarck’s official head.

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“NO DELEGATION 


Fight May Ge Waged Before 
State Republican Convention, 


Rumored That Country’ Sections of 
Fifth District Are Planning To 
Elect All Delegates to Na- 
tional Convention from 
the Country. 


According to mumors now current, the 
the indications point to a lively contest 
in the state’republican conveition when 
that body meets at an early date to select 
delegates to the national republican con- 
vention, for the nomination of a candidate 
for the presidency. 

The matter concerns the fifth congres- 
sional district, and the story has it that 
a movement is now on foot, the object 
of which is to eliminate Atlanta from any 
representation in the national convention. 
If this movement develops into definite 
efforts, it will, of course, precipitate a 
stubborn fight before the state conven- 
tion, as Aitlanta republicans will strenu- 
ously resist any attempt to “leave them 
out in the cold” in the matter of national 
representation. 

It is stated this plan is belng formu- 
lated in the country sections of the fifth 
district and that the country republicans 
propose to combine and in this manner 
secure the election of the two district 
delegates from the country and to also 
prevent Atlanta from obtaining either one 
of the four. delegates at large. Hereto- 
fore the delegates have been elected from 
the city, an@ the movement to change this 
custom will no doubt create a considera- 
ble stir in republican ranks. 

The national republican committee has 
been called by Chairman Mark Hanna to 
meet at the Arlington hotel in Washing- 
ton on Friday, at which time the date 
and place of holding the national conven- 
tion will be determined. After this has 
been done, Chairman W. A, Pledger, col- 
ored, of the state republican committee of 
Georgia, will call a meeting of that body 
to choose the time and place for holding 
the state convention. 

Georgia is entitled to four delegates to 
the national convention from the state at 
large and two from each of the eleven 
congressional districts. The state con- 
vention elects only the*four delegates from 
the state at large, the remaining dele- 
gates being chosen by separate district 
conventions, which follow the state con- 
vention. Judson W. Lyons, colored, of 
Augusta, register of the treasury at 
Washington, is the representative of 
Georgia on the national republican com- 
mittee. 

It is understood that no fight whatever, 
will be made on president Rooseveltbefore 
the state convention and that his admin- 
istration will be indorsed, the Georgia 
delegation being instructéd t® vote for his 
nomination. aria

TURE O. B. STEVENS handed 

down a decision yesterday denying 
registration in Georgia to twelve or thir- 
teen brands of fertilizers manufactured by 
the Alabama Chemical Company, on the 
gound that they constitute an infringe- 
ment of the brands Of the Virginia-Car- 
olina Chemical Company. 

This decision is the result of a con- 
ference between Commissioner Stevens 
and Commissioner of Agriculture Poole, 
of Alabam, held last weck. Commission- 


er Poole’s decision denied registration in 
that state to all except two of the brands 
against which protest was made by the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company, 

Commissioner Stevens’ gecision in full 
is as follows: 

“State of Georgia, Department of Agri- 
culture, Atlanta, Ga., December 7, 1903: 
The Alabama Chemical Company, & Ccol~- 
poration chartered under the laws of New 
Jersey, with its factory and principal of- 
fice in Montgomery, Ala., manufacturers 
and dealers in commercial fertilizers, 
looking forward to beginning business in 
the state of Georgia, made application 
to this office on the [8th day of Octo- 
ber, 1903, in conformity with the pro- 
vision of section | of the act approved 
December |8th, 1901, for the registration 
of various brands of commercial fertill- 
zer which they desire to sell or offer for 
sale in the state of Georgia. Among the 
brands which it offers for registration are 
the following: 

“Alabama State Grange, Alabama Stato 
Standard, Georgia Cotton Boll Guano, 
South Sea Soluble Guano, Alabama Home 
Fertilizer, Alabama I. X. L. Potash Acid, 
Alabama High Grade, Alabama Corn and 
Cotton Fertilizer, Alabama Pride, Ala- 
bama Bone and Potash Compound, Ala- 
abma Acid Phosphate and Alabama Pot- 
ash Acid. 

‘Within three days after the filing of 
this application, to-wit, on the 2Iist day 
of October, the Virginia-Carolina Chemi- 
cal Company, manufacturers of fertilizer, 
doing business in this state, protested 
against the registration of these brands 
on the ground that the use of such brand 
names by the Alabama Chemical Com- 
pany would infringe upon certain previ- 
ously registered brands of fertilizer of 
the Virginia-Carolina Chemica] Company 
upon which it had built up a large trade 
and which were widely known to the con- 
Sumers, and that such use would be liable 
to deceive the public and would consti- 
tute unfair competition. 

“Thereafter, to-wit, on the [2th day 
of November, 1903, the Alabaiga Chemical 
Company and the Virginia-Carolina Chem- 
ica] Company appeared before me by their 
attorneys upon the issues involved and 
evidence was introduced and argument 
had. 

“The purpose of that portion of the 
act of December 18, 1901, regulating the 
registration of brand names, as I un- 
derstand it, is twofold. 

“First, to protect the consumers from 
being deceived or mislead by the regis- 
tration of the same or similar brand 
names, to brand names previously used 
and registered and thereby known to the 
trade; and second, to protect manufac- 
turers who have registered and used 
brand names against encroachments upon 
their business by the subsequent regis- 
tration of the same or similar brand 
names upon which said business has 
been built. 

“Section 12 of the act provides: 

That the commissioner of agricul- 
ture shall have authority to estab- 
lish such rules and regulations in 
regard to the inspe@tion, analysis and 
sale of fertilizers and fertflizer ma- 
terial as shall not be _ inconsistent 
with the provision of this act, and 
as in his judgment will best carry out 
the requirements thereof. 

“Section 7 of the act provides: 

That a brand name and or trade 
mark registered by any one manu- 
facturer shall not be entitled: to regis- 
tration by another. The manufac- 
turer first registered and used said 
brand name and or trade mark shall 
be entitled to it even should said 
brand name and or trade mark not 
be offered for current registration at 
the time. 

“Again, the legislature by the act of 
1898 makes the use of same or similar 
trade names or trade marks to those 
already used, with the intent to deceive, 
a crime, so that Georgia has, in her 
policy, declared, that some or similar 
brand namés to those already in use 
by a manufacturer or merchant shall 
not be so used by another manufacturer 
or merchant, as to deceive the public or 
the consumer. The brand names previ- 
ously filed and registered by the Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical Company, and 
which they contend are infringed by the 
proposed brand names of the Alabama 
Chemical Company, are as follows:

From these facts and the law presented 
to me, as I understand it, I hold that 
the brands, Alabama State Grange, Ala- 
bama State Standard Guano, Georgia 
Cotton Boll Guano, South Sea Soluble 
Guano and Alabama Home Fertilizer, are 
4o similar in name to the brands preyi- 
ously registered and used by the Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical Company as to 
constitute an infringement. upun their 
trade name rights. and one which will, 
in my judgment, inevitably lead to the 
deception of the public by one or the 
other of said companies, for which rea- 
son I hold that said brand names are 
not entitled to registration under the 
laws of Georgia.

very similar and frequently the same as

“It was ir evidence before me that the 
Wama Fertilizer Company, a branch 

Virginia-Carolina Chemical Com- 
pa which was established some twen- 
ty years ago, has been during all that 
time manufacturing and selling ‘Alabama 
fertilizer,” the most widely known and 
w#pular brand in the state of Alabama, 
the sale of which is being extended into 
Georgia. This brand is known to the 
trade as ‘Alabama’ in orders and other- 
wise: for this reason it is contended by 
the Virginila-Carolina Chemical Company 
that the use of these las® named brands 
by the Alabama Chemical Company 
would constitute unfair competition and 
a fraud against them, and one likely to 
deceive and mislead the consumers. 

“It has been contended before me that 
geographical terms and words of de- 
scription cannot be monopolized as trade 
names. From my best understanding of 
the briefs presented and the arguments 
of counsel, this is true, but in a number 
of cases submitted {it has been held that 
the use of such geographical terms or de- 
Scriptive words as may induce, or bé 
used for the purpose of inducing the puB- 
lic to believe that they are securing the 
goods of one manufacturer when they 
are in reality getting those of another 
manufacturer constitute unfair and illegal 
competition and will be enjoined by the 
courts. 

“In view of all the facts and surround- 
ings in this case and under my_ under- 
standing of the law submitted and my 
interpretation of the facts it seems to me 
that the use of the eight last named 
brands proposed to be registered by the 
Alabama Chemical Company will result 
in the deception of the public and lead 
them to believe that they are buying the 
goods of the Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
Company, when they are in reality buy- 
ing the goods of the Alabama Chemical 
Company, and also for the same reason, 
the names being so similar, the public 
and the consumer might believe that 
they are buying the goods of the Alabama 
Chemical Company, when they are really 
parang the goods of the Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical Company, and thus be deceived. 
It would make no difference which com- 
_ had the superior goods, as the pub- 
ic could be as readily deceived by one 


as by the other. 

‘Therefore, beHeving that one company 
should not *e allowed to register brands 
so similar to those already registered by 
another company as to enable either to 
mislead or déceive the public, I aol8 that 
the above named brands offered for 
registration by the Alabama Chemical 
Company cannot be registered under the 
laws of Georgia. Oo. B, STEVENS. 

“Commissioner of Agriculture.”

Americus, Ga., December 7.—(Special.) 
In the capture of a gang of negroes by 
the police this afternoon the most daring 
car robberies of recent years are di- 
vulged in the confessions made by Fred- 
erick Wilson and Marshall Hoskins. 

Whole wagon loads of coffee and meat, 
cases of shoes, bales of dry goods and 
other merchandise were stolen recently, 
the thieves making free confessions and 
disclosing the place where the goods 
were sold.

New York, December 7.—At the close of 
last season we advanced the belief that 
the American cotton crop of 1903-04 
would be inndequate to meet the demand. 
At the - of this season we reit- 
erated belief, which has been 
const: persistently adhered to 
by us to. .... uiyv. Now, after a complete 
vindication by reliable and recognized au- 
thorities. including the census bureal and 
the bureau of statistics, as we interpret 
these reports, wn feel we can with pro- 
priety, and, we hope, without offense, re- 
fer to our. frequent and urgent appeais 
to the American sipnners, made during 
the past eight months, to buy his cotton, 
and make one more appeal to the same 
effect. 

Theories are vain in the face of the 
conditions confronting the American 
spinner today. The commeércial crops of 
the present season will fail to meet the 
demands of normal consumption, and re- 
store the neoessary equilibrium between 
-aw material and manufacture by 1,500,- 
000 to 2,500,000 bales. It is, therefore, 
iGle to make the bare speculation asser- 
tion that the government estimates are 
too low, however comforting for the time 
being such guesswork may be, it is mis- 
leading and fraught with disaster to the 
textile industry of this country. The 
care taken in preparing the government 
reports, the tmpartiality with which in- 
formation is furnished and the excep- 
tional facilities afforded for the collec- 
tion of data are sufficient guaranties of 
their fairness and of their accuracy as 
forecasts. 

The census bureau alone had more than 
600 paid convassers make gin-to-gin can- 
vaess of their districts. The bureau of 
statistics had sources more extensive and 
prosumably as reliable. Yet, without 
seeking to be pessimistic we make this 
prediction: 

The estimate of 9,092,000 bales, made 
by the bureau of statistics, is too mugh 
by many thousands of bales. 

Circumstances, referred to in our pre- 
vious circulars, and others, that need noi 
be entered into here’ point to this, so 
far as the criticism that the estimate is 
too conservative is concerned, we believe 
the “bureau would have regarded it high- 
ly unwise, tn view of the prevailing high 
prices, to have placed its figures one bale 
below the number its information justi- 
fied.”’ 

A word as to consumption, Last year’s 
consumption of American cotton was cs- 
timated by Mr. Ellison at 10,840,000 
bales. The actual] apparent consumption
